“NATUROPATHIC  PHYSICIANS  ACT.” 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  the  “  Naturopathic  Phy¬ 
sicians  Act,”  being'  chapter  204  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1936,”  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been 
pleased  to  approve  the  following  regulations  made  by  the  Board  oi  Naturo¬ 
pathic  Physicians: — 

THE  ASSOCIATION  OF  NATUROPATHIC  PHYSICIANS  OF 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

Pursuant  to  the  “  Naturopathic  Physicians  Act,”  being  chapter  204 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  the  Board  of  Naturo¬ 
pathic  Physicians  enacts  the  following  regulations : — 

Interpretation. 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: —  interpretation. 

“Act”  means  the  “Naturopathic  Physicians  Act”: 

“  Annual  licence  ”  means  the  certificate  issued  by  the  Board  to  a 
member,  certifying  that  he  has  paid  to  the  Board  the  annual  fee 
prescribed  by  the  regulations: 

“  Applicant  for  examination  ”  means  a  person  applying  to  the  Board  to 
be  examined  pursuant  to  the  regulations: 

“  Applicant  for  registration  ”  means  a  person  applying  for  registration 
pursuant  to  the  Act  and  the  regulations : 

“  Association  ”  means  The  Association  of  Naturopathic  Physicians  of 
British  Columbia,  constituted  under  the  Act: 

“  Board”  means  the  Board  of  Naturopathic  Physicians: 

“  Chairman  ”  means  the  Chairman  of  the  Board : 

“  Examining  Board  ”  means  an  examining  board  appointed  pursuant 
to  section  7  of  the  Act: 

“  Member  ”  means  a  person  holding  a  certificate  of  registration  and  an 
annual  licence  for  the  current  calendar  year: 

“  Registrar  ”  means  the  Registrar  appointed  by  the  Board : 

“  Registration  ”  means  registration  under  the  Act : 

“  Regulations  ”  means  the  regulations  passed  by  the  Board  pursuant 
to  the  Act. 

Meetings  of  Association. 

2.  There  shall  be  an  annual  general  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Annual  general 
Association.  Such  annual  general  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  first  week  meeting, 
in  March  of  each  year:  Provided  that  if  in  any  year  the  annual  general 
meeting  is  not  held  in  such  week  the  Board  may  fix  a  date  on  which  such 
annual  general  meeting  shall  be  held. 

3.  Special  general  meetings  of  the  members  of  the  Association  may  be  special  general 
held  at  any  time.  Such  special  general  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  meeting*. 

President,  and  the  President  shall,  if  requested  by  the  Board  or  if  requested 
in  writing  signed  by  fifteen  members,  call  a  special  general  meeting. 

4.  At  least  ten  days’  notice  of  every  general  meeting  of  members  shall  Notice  of  general 
be  given,  and  in  the  case  of  special  general  meetings  the  notice  calling  such  meetings, 
meeting  shall  indicate  the  nature  of  the  business  to  be  transacted  at  such 
special  general  meeting. 

5.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  shall  preside  at  Presiding  officer, 
every  general  meeting  of  members:  Provided  that  in  the  absence  of  both 
President  and  Vice-President  the  meeting  may  choose  some  other  person 
to  act  as  Chairman. 

6.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  general  meeting  unless  a  Quorum, 
quorum  of  members  is  present  at  the  time  when  the  meeting  proceeds  to 
business.  A  quorum  shall  be  fifteen  members  of  the  Association. 

7.  If  within  half  an  hour  from  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  a  Quorum  at  adjourned 
quorum  is  not  present,  the  meeting  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the  same  day  meeting, 
in  the  next  week  at  the  same  time  and  place;  and  if  at  the  adjourned 
meeting  a  quorum  is  not  present  within  half  an  hour  of  the  time  appointed 
for  the  meeting,  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum. 

8.  At  all  general  meetings  of  members  voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  Voting, 
hands,  unless  any  member  shall  call  for  a  vote  by  ballot,  in'  which  case 
voting  shall  be  by  ballot.  The  presiding  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  casting-vote.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  the 
motion  shall  be  declared  lost. 

9.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  Fiscal  year. 
February  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  January. 

10.  At  every  annual  general  meeting  there  shall  be  laid  before  the  Business  at  annual 
meeting  a  financial  statement  for  the  preceding*  fiscal  year.  The  financial  £eneral  meeting, 
statement  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  Auditor.  There  shall 
also  be  laid  before  the  meeting  reports  by  the  officers  of  the  Association 
and  by  the  Board.

Method  of  notice. 


12.  At  the  annual  general  meeting  immediately  preceding  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  first  Board  appointed  pursuant 
to  section  6  of  the  Act — namely,  at  the  annual  general  meeting  held  in  the 
first  week  of  March,  1939 — there  shall  be  an  election  of  members  of  the 
Board,  such  members  to  take  office  on  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office 
of  the  members  of  the  first  Board.  At  such  election  there  shall  be  elected 
from  among  the  members  of  the  first  Board  three  members  who  shall  hold 
office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  in  March,  1940.  The  remaining  two 
members  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Association  at  large,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  in  March,  1941.  For  the  purposes  of  such  election  the  names  of 
the  members  of  the  first  Board  shall  not  require  formal  nomination  but 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  nomination.  The  persons  to  be  elected  from 
among  the  members  of  the  Association  at  large  shall  be  nominated  as 
hereinafter  set  forth.  At  the  annual  general  meeting  in  March,  1940, 
there  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  Association  at  large 
three  members  of  the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancies  then  occurring,  and  at 
the  annual  general  meeting  in  March,  1941,  there  shall  be  elected  from 
among  the  members  of  the  Association  two  members  of  the  Board  to  fill 
the  vacancies  then  occurring.  Thereafter  there  shall  be  an  annual  election 
of  members  of  the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancies  occurring  in  each  year — 
namely,  three  vacancies  and  two  vacanies  in  alternate  years. 

13.  Casual  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  by  death,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  may  be  filled  at  a  special  general  meeting  of  members. 

14.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  12,  no  person  shall  be  eligible 
for  election  as  a  member  of  the  Board  at  any  election  unless  he  is  qualified 
to  vote  at  that  election  and  is  nominated  in  writing  by  two  or  more  of  the 
members  of  the  Association.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  nominated 
unless  he  signifies  his  acceptance  of  nomination  by  an  acceptance  in  writing 
signed  by  him.  At  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  the  annual 
general  meeting,  the  Secretary  shall  forward  to  each  member  a  nomination- 
blank  in  the  form  provided  in  the  Schedule  to  these  regulations.  Nomina¬ 
tions  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  at  least  fourteen  days  before 
the  annual  general  meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a 
ballot  containing  all  the  names  of  those  persons  nominated  for  election  to 
the  Board,  and  at  the  annual  general  meeting  ballots  shall  be  distributed 
to  the  members  present  and  each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  the 
number  of  candidates  to  be  elected.  Two  scrutineers,  elected  by  the  members 
at  the  meeting,  and  the  Secretary  shall  count  the  ballots  and  declare  those 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  ballots  to  be  elected.  In  the  event  of  a  tie 
the  presiding  officer  shall  have  a  casting-vote. 

Election  of  Officers. 

15.  At  every  annual  general  meeting  the  members  shall  from  among 
the  members  of  the  Board  elect  a  President  and  a  first  Vice-President; 
they  shall  also  from  among  the  members  at  large  elect  the  second  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Registrar.  The  offices  of  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  Registrar  or  any  two  of  them  may  be  held  by  one  person. 

Seal.  . 

16.  The  Association  shall  have  a  seal  bearing  the  words  “  The  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Naturopathic  Physicians  of  British  Columbia.” 

Meetings  of  Board. 

17.  The  Board  may  meet  together  for  the  discharge  of  business,  adjourn 
and  otherwise  regulate  their  meetings  as  they  think  fit. 

18.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  shall  preside 
at  every  meeting  of  the  Board:  Providing  that  in  the  absence  of  both  the 
President  and  Vice-President  the  Board  may  choose  a  temporary  Chairman. 

19.  Questions  arising  at  any  meeting  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of 
votes.  Voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  hands  unless  any  member  of  the 
Board  shall  call  for  a  vote  by  ballot,  in  which  case  voting  shall  be  by 
ballot.  The  presiding  officer  may  vote  but  he  shall  not  have  a  second  or 
casting  vote,  and  in  the  event  of  a  tie  the  motion  shall  be  declared  lost. 

20.  The  presence  of  at  least  three  members  of  the  Board  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  meeting  of  the  Board  for  the  exercise  of  its 
powers. 

21.  In  default  of  a  quorum  after  the  lapse  of  thirty  minutes  beyond  the 
hour  of  meeting,  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Secretary,  may' adjourn 
the  meeting  to  another  time,  and  the  members  not  in  attendance  shall  be 
notified  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  adjourned  meeting. 

22.  The  Secretary  of  the  Association  shall  act  as  Secretary  of  the 
Board. 

23.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President  or  upon  the 
written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Board  filed  with  the  Secretary. 

24.  Seventy-two  hours’  notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be 
given  by  the  Secretary  or  in  his  absence  by  the  President. 

25.  Notice  of  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  given  by  word  of  mouth, 
telephone,  telegram,  or  letter  duly  mailed  charges  prepaid.  Such  telegram 
or  letter  shall  be  addressed  to  the  residence  or  the  usual  place  of  business  of 
the  members  of  the  Board.  A  notice  sent  by  telegram  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  delivered  within  three  hours  of  the  filing  of  the  same  in  the 
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telegraph-office,  and  a  notice  sent  by  mail  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
delivered  at  the  time  when  it  would  reach  the  person  to  whom  it  was 
addressed  in  the  ordinary  course. 


26.  A  written  resolution  signed  by  all  the  members  of  the  Board  shall 
be  valid  and  binding  and  as  effective  as  if  such  resolution  had  been  passed 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  duly  convened. 


27.  No  notice  of  motion  shall  be  necessary,  but  upon  the  presentation  Notice  of  motion  not 
of  a  motion  a  resolution  may  be  passed  deferring  consideration  of  the  necessary, 
motion  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  whereupon  the  motion  shall  be 
laid  upon  the  table  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  at  which  time  it 
shall  be  considered  and  disposed  of  unless  otherwise  ordered.  Motions, 
if  so  requested  by  the  presiding  officer,  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  mover  and  seconder. 


28.  Minutes  of  meetings  of  the  Board,  after  being  read  by  the  Secretary,  Minutes  of  meetings 
shall,  if  approved,  be  signed  by  the  President  or  other  presiding  officer. 

29.  The  order  of  business  at  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  Order  of  business, 
follows : — 


1.  Reading  of  the  minutes.

3.  Communications. 

4.  General  business. 

5.  Reports.

30.  In  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
nearly  as  may  be,  shall  be  observed.

Provisions  relating  to  the  Secretary. 

31.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  records  or  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings,  Secretary  to  keep 
both  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Association,  in  a  book  to  be  called  the  minute-  minutes, 
book,  and  shall  conduct  all  necessary  correspondence  of  the  Board  and  of 
the  Association. 


32.  The  Secretary  shall  prepare  all  necessary  certificates  and  other  Secretary  to  prepare 
documents  appertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Association,  certlficates,  etc. 
and  shall  perform  all  other  services  usually  incidental  to  the  office  of 

secretary. 

33.  The  Secretary  shall  receive  such  remuneration  as  may  be  fixed  from  Remuneration  of 

time  to  time  by  the  Board.  Secretary. 


The  Management  and  Disposition  of  Funds. 


34.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the  Associa-  Custody  of  funds, 
tion,  and  shall  deposit  the  same  promptly  as  received  to  the  credit  of  and 

in  the  name  of  the  Association  in  such  chartered  bank  as  may  be  designated 
at  any  time  by  the  Board. 

35.  The  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  bank  account  Payments  by  cheque, 
of  the  Association  by  cheque  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  one  member  of 

the  Board,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  by  any  two  members  of  the 
Board. 


36.  The  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  disbursed  only  for  such  Authorization  of 

purposes  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board.  payments. 

37.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  chartered  accountant  as  auditor  of  the  Accounts  to  beaudited. 
accounts  of  the  Association,  and  the  auditor  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasui’e 

of  the  Board.  The  auditor  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Association  at 
least  once  in  each  year,  and  shall  also  audit  the  accounts  at  any  other  time 
when  directed  so  to  do  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Association.  The  Board 
shall  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  auditor. 


38.  A  financial  statement  made  up  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  Annual  financial 
be  prepared  by  the  Treasurer  immediately  after  the  end  of  each  fiscal  yGctl*,  statement, 
and  it  shall  be  presented  by  him  to  the  auditor,  who  shall  make  a  report 
thereon  to  be  submitted  at  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Association. 


Duties  of  the  Registrar. 

39.  The  Board  shall  cause  to  be  kept  by  the  Registrar  a  book  or  register  Register  of  Naturo- 
to  be  known  as  the  “  Register  of  Naturopathic  Physicians  entitled  to  practise  Pathic  Physicians, 
in  British  Columbia,”  hereafter  called  the  “  Register,”  in  which  shall  be 

entered  the  name  and  address  of  every  member  of  the  Association  and  the 
date  of  his  admission.  The  Registrar  shall  keep  the  Register  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  these  regulations,  and  he  shall  from 
time  to  time  make  the  necessary  changes  in  the  addresses  of  the  members, 
and  shall  make  the  necessary  entries  in  the  Register  to  give  effect  to  the 
cancellation  or  suspension  of  the  registration  of  any  member  or  the  rein¬ 
statement  of  the  registration  of  any  person  as  a  member. 

Fees. 

40.  Each  member  of  the  Association  shall  pay  to  the  Association  an  Annual  fees, 
annual  fee  of  $25,  which  annual  fee  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of 

March  in  the  year  for  which  the  same  is  imposed,  and  each  member  on  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  said  fee  shall  obtain  a  certificate,  under  the  seal  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  stating  his  qualification  to  practise  and  that  the  certificate  is  in 
force  for  the  year  in  respect  of  which  the  annual  fee  is  imposed,  and  it  shall

be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  upon  payment  of  the  fee  to  issue  the  certificate. 
Ihe  annual  fee  shall  be  paid  by  each  member  of  the  Association  so  long 
as  his  name  is  in  the  Register,  whether  he  is  resident  in  the  Province  or 
not,  and  whether  he  is  practising  or  not:  Provided  that  any  member  of  the 
Association  may  at  his  own  request  have  his  name  removed  from  the 
Register,  and  any  member  whose  name  has  been  so  removed  may  have  his 
name  replaced  on  the  Register  at  his  own  request,  without  examination,  by 
paying  to  the  Association  the  annual  fees  which  would  have  been  payable  by 
him  if  his  name  had  not  been  removed.  The  said  reinstatement  fee  shall 
not  exceed  $100. 

41.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  cancel  or  suspend  the  registra¬ 
tion  of  any  member  who  has  not  paid  the  annual  fee  on  the  due  date,  and 
the  Board  shall  have  power  to  reinstate  such  registration  upon  payment  of 
the  annual  fee. 

42.  The  fee  for  registration  under  section  10  of  the  Act  shall  be  $200, 
which  will  include  the  annual  fee  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which 
registration  is  made.  The  fee  for  registration  under  section  5  of  the  Act 
shall  be  $50. 

43.  All  annual  fees,  dues,  and  registration  fees  payable  under  the  Act 
or  under  these  regulations  shall  be  the  property  of  the  Association  and 
shall  be  received  and  accounted  for  by  the  Treasurer. 

Treasurer  to  provide  Bond. 

44.  The  Treasurer  shall  provide  a  bond  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board 
for  the  true  and  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  Treasurer,  in  such 
sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board.  The  expense  of  the  bond  shall  be  paid 
from  the  funds  of  the  Association. 

Registration  and  Examination. 

45.  The  Examining  Board  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  for  the 
holding  of  examinations,  and  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  Association, 
make  such  public  advertisement  thereof  as  it  may  think  proper. 

46.  Every  applicant  for  registration  as  a  naturopathic  physician  under 
subsection  (1)  of  section  10  of  the  Act  shall  file  with  the  Registrar: — 

(a.)  Evidence  of  having  passed  the  Provincial  junior  matriculation 
examination  or  an  examination  equivalent  thereto: 

(b.)  A  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  recognized  school  or  college  of 
naturopathy  or  drugless  therapeutics.  (For  the  purposes  of  this 
section  a  recognized  school  or  college  of  naturopathy  or  drugless 
therapeutics  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  institution  for  teaching  a 
residence  course  of  not  less  than  four  calendar  years  of  eight 
months  in  each  year  and  not  less  than  four  thousand  school-hours 
in  the  four  years)  : 

(c.)  Evidence  of  identification: 

(d.)  Affidavits  of  two  reputable  citizens  of  the  Province  attesting  the 
good  moral  character  of  the  applicant: 

Each  applicant  shall  also  pass  before  the  Examining  Board  an  examin¬ 
ation  touching  his  fitness  and  capacity  to  practise  as  a  naturopathic 
physician.  Such  examination  shall  be  on  the  following  subjects:  Anatomy, 
physiology,  chemistry,  pathology,  histology,  physical  diagnosis,  hygiene 
and  sanitation,  obstetrics,  biological  chemistry,  homoeopathic  materia  medica 
and  therapeutics,  bacteriology,  endocrinology,  phytotherapy,  dietetics,  minor 
surgery,  anatomical  adjustments,  manipulative  and  bloodless  surgery, 
orthopaedics,  remedial  psychology,  electrotherapy,  hydrotherapy,  physio¬ 
therapy,  helio-  and  photo-therapy,  medical  jurisprudence,  and  philosophy 
of  naturopathy. 

47.  Every  applicant  for  examination  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  registra¬ 
tion  as  a  naturopathic  physician  shall  furnish  to  the  Examining  Board  the 
information  indicated  in  a  form  of  application  to  be  furnished  by  the  Board 
in  the  form  approved  by  the  Examining  Board  from  time  to  time.  Such 
application  shall  be  filed  with  the  Registrar  at  least  one  month  before  the 
date  of  the  examinations.  The  applicant  shall  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of 
such  application  pay  to  the  Association  the  sum  of  $25,  for  which  credit 
will  be  given  on  account  of  the  registration  fee. 

48.  The  Examining  Board  shall  enquire  into  every  candidate’s  quali¬ 
fications,  and  if  the  Examining  Board  is  satisfied  that  the  candidate  is 
entitled  to  sit  for  an  examination  it  shall  so  notify  the  candidate. 

49.  Every  candidate  who  presents  himself  for  examination  shall  deposit 
with  the  Registrar  the  sum  of  $200,  which  includes  the  registration  fee  and 
the  annual  fee  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  he  applies.  The  said 
sum  of  $200  shall  be  deposited  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  time  set  for 
the  examination.  The  sum  of  $25  referred  to  in  section  47  hereof  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  payment  on  account  of  the  said  sum  of  $200. 

50.  If  the  candidate  passes  in  all  subjects  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Examining  Board  a  licence  to  practise  naturopathy  shall  be  issued  as  here¬ 
inafter  mentioned  to  such  candidate.  If  a  candidate  shall  fail  in  not  more 
than  three  subjects  of  the  examination,  such  candidate  may,  without  losing 
credit  for  the  subjects  passed,  and  by  paying  an  additional  fee  of  $50  be 
permitted,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  failure  to  pass,  to  take  another 
examination  on  the  subjects  in  which  the  candidate  failed,  such  examination 
to  be  taken  at  the  convenience  of  the  Examining  Board. 

51.  If  any  candidate  is  unsuccessful  in  his  examinations,  the  Association 
shall  return  to  him  the  sum  of  $150. 
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52.  The  Examining  Board  shall  decide  as  to  whether  or  not  any  Board  to  issue 
applicant  has  duly  passed  the  examinations  and  shall  communicate  its  IK!irs' 
decision  to  the  Board  of  Naturopathic  Physicians.  The  Board  ol  Naturo¬ 
pathic  Physicians  shall  thereupon  pass  a  resolution  that  the  candidates  who 

have  passed  the  examinations  be  registered  as  naturopathic  physicians. 

The  Board  of  Naturopathic  Physicians  shall  designate  a  time  and  place 
at  which  the  successful  candidates  shall  appear  before  the  Board  to 
receive  their  certificates  to  practise.  The  successful  candidates  shall  take 
such  oath  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Naturopathic  Physicians. 

Discipline. 

53.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  discipline  and  control  registered  Discipline, 
naturopathic  physicians,  and  shall  have  power  to  cancel  or  suspend  the 
registration  of  any  member  who  has  been  guilty  of  misconduct,  or  who 

has  displayed  such  ignorance  or  incompetence  as  to  render  it  desirable  in 
the  public  interest  that  his  registration  should  be  cancelled  or  suspended, 
or  whose  application  for  registration  is  found  by  the  Board  to  have  been 
based  on  any  false  or  fraudulent  statement,  or  who  is  in  default  in  the 
payment  of  any  fees  prescribed  under  the  Act  or  under  the  regulations, 
and  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  reinstate  any  member  whose  registration 
has  been  cancelled  or  suspended. 

54.  When  any  complaint  is  made  charging  a  member  with  misconduct,  Complaint  to  be 
such  complaint  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  shall  be  submitted  by  the  in  writinK- 
Secretary  to  the  Board. 

55.  If  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  a  case  has  been  made  out,  it  shall  investigation  of 
appoint  a  time  and  place  for  the  investigation  of  the  said  complaint,  and  complaints, 
the  Secretary  shall  send  a  copy  of  the  said  complaint  to  the  person  against 

whom  it  is  made,  and  shall  cause  a  written  notice  to  be  served  upon  such 
person  as  well  as  upon  the  complainant  stating  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  investigation.

57.  The  Board  may  appoint  counsel  to  conduct  the  investigation  on  Counsel, 
behalf  of  the  Board,  and  any  person  against  whom  or  by  whom  a  complaint 

is  made  may  be  represented  by  counsel. 

58.  The  Board  may  either  find  the  complaint  proved  or  dismiss  the  Decision  of  Board, 
complaint.  If  the  Board  finds  the  complaint  proved  it  shall  impose  such 
punishment  upon  the  member  as  it  thinks  proper. 

59.  Any  resolution  by  which  the  registration  of  any  member  is  cancelled  Cancellation  or 

or  suspended  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  passed  by  a  majority  of  the  suspension  to  be  in 

members  of  the  Board  who  have  taken  part  in  the  hearing  of  the  complaint,  wri  ing' 

and  the  Chairman  shall  note  upon  the  said  resolution  the  names  of  the 

members  of  the  Board  present,  and  their  vote,  and  shall  certify  the  same 

under  his  hand,  and  such  resolution  shall  thereupon  be  filed  with  the  record 

of  the  proceedings. 

60.  In  case  the  parties  or  any  of  them  fail  to  appear  at  the  hearing  Absence  of  parties, 
or  at  any  adjournment  thereof  the  Board  may  proceed  in  his  or  their 

absence. 

61.  Where  the  Board  directs  the  cancellation  from  the  Register  of  the  No  reinstatement

63.  If  any  person  procures  or  causes  to  be  procured  his  registration  Procuring  registration 
under  the  Act  by  means  of  any  false  or  fraudulent  statement,  it  shall  be  by  fraud. 

lawful  for  the  Registrar,  upon  receipt  of  sufficient  evidence  of  the  falsity 
or  fraudulent  character  of  the  statement,  to  represent  the  matter  to  the 
Board,  and  the  Board  may,  after  giving  such  pei’son  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  direct  the  name  of  such  person  to  be  erased  from  the  Register,  and 
the  Registrar  shall  thereupon  erase  the  name  accordingly  and  shall  cause 
the  fact  of  such  erasure  to  be  published  in  The  British  Columbia  Gazette, 
and  the  person  whose  name  has  been  erased  shall,  as  from  the  date  of  such 
erasure,  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Association  and  shall  cease  to  enjoy 
any  of  the  privileges  enjoyed  and  conferred  by  registration  under  the  Act. 

64.  Any  member  who  has  been  disqualified  or  suspended  from  practice  Application  for 
may  apply  to  the  Board  to  be  restored  to  the  right  to  practise,  and  the  reinstatement.

the  Board,  after  investigation,  directs  registration  to  be  made.

Advertising.  68.  Constructive  educational  publicity  by  members  is  encouraged,  but 

no  members  shall  use  or  cause  to  be  used  in  any  manner  whatsoever  advertis¬ 
ing  matter  which  contains  misstatements,  falsehoods,  misrepresentation, 
distorted  or  fabulous  statements  relative  to  cures,  or  any  statements  which 
might  in  any  way  reflect  against  a  fellow  naturopathic  physician.  Any 
member  committing  a  breach  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty 
of  unprofessional  conduct.

69.  The  Board  may,  with  the  approval  and  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Supervision,  admit  to  practise  as  a  naturopathic  physician  in  the  Province 
any  person  who  is  of  full  age,  good  conduct  and  repute,  and  who  has  been 
duly  admitted  in  accordance  with  law  to  practise  naturopathy  in  any 
Province,  State,  or  country,  and  who  is  duly  registered  in  such  Province, 
State,  or  country  as  a  naturopathic  physician :  Provided  the  educational 
and  professional  standards  and  requirements  in  such  Province,  State,  or 
country  for  the  admission  to  registration  as  a  naturopathic  physician  are 
not  less  in  any  particular  than  the  standards  and  requirements  in  this 
Province;  and  provided  further  that  such  Province,  State,  or  country 
extends  equivalent  reciprocal  rights  to  naturopathic  physicians  registered 
in  this  Province.  Before  such  person  is  registered  as  a  member  he  shall 
produce  evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  the  matters  set  forth 
in  this  section,  and  shall  pay  the  registration  fees  and  the  annual  fee. 

70.  Any  person  who  is  a  registered  physician  in  good  standing  in  any 
part  of  the  British  Empire  may  apply  to  be  admitted  as  a  naturopathic 
physician  in  this  Province  and  to  be  registered  as  a  member.  Such  person 
shall  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  theory  and  practice  of 
naturopathy  and,  on  passing  such  examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Examining  Board  and  upon  payment  of  the  registration  fees  and  annual 
fee,  the  Board  may  admit  him  as  a  naturopathic  physician  and  direct  his 
name  to  be  entered  on  the  Register  as  a  member. 


Amendi  ng  regulations. 


Amending  Regulations. 

71.  These  regulations  may  be  amended  only  at  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Boat  d  called  for  that  purpose.  Fourteen  days’  notice  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  given  to  each  member,  and  such  notice  shall  specify  the  amendments 
proposed  to  be  made.  If  at  such  meeting  more  than  one  member  of  the 
Board  votes  against  any  proposed  amendment  the  amendment  shall  be 
declared  lost,  and  any  member  of  the  Board  who  is  unable  to  attend  such 
meeting  may  vote  by  proxy  given  to  any  other  member  of  the  Board. 
Amendments  proposed  and  adopted  at  any  special  meeting  for  this  purpose 
shall  not  become  effective  until  approved  bv  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  and  published  in  The  British  Columbia  Gazette.
